DETECTIVES have issued 
an e-fit picture of a man 
believed to be responsible 
for a sexual assault on a 
young woman in Oswestry. 

They are hoping the man 
will be recognised, providing 
a breakthrough to the inves¬ 
tigation now nearly a month 
old. The 18-year-old woman 
was assaulted in a wooded 
area near Aston Hall Lodge 
on the evening of September 
14. 

Officers say before the 
incident she and the offen¬ 
der walked along Unicorn 
Road, College Road, into 
Shrewsbury Road and 
towards Mile End, before 
turning down a country lane 
near Mile End Golf Club 
between 7pm and 8.40pm. 

Detective Inspector Mark 
Bellamy said: “The suspect 
was wearing distinctive 
clothing, including a Metal- 
lica T-shirt.” The man is 
described as white, in his 20s 
or 30s, of stocky build and 
about 5ft lOin in height.

Town shops 
axe festive 
late opening 

OSWESTRY town centre businesses will 
not be celebrating Christmas together with 
a late night shopping event this year, its 
chamber has decided. 

A lack of enthusiasm was blamed for the 
decision which was announced by 
Oswestry’s Chamber of Commerce chair¬ 
man Martin Anderson. 

In the past the chamber has held the 
event on a Friday night but this year traders 
felt the day could clash with other towns 
nearby and it was suggested the event could 
be held on a Tuesday night instead. 

But now Mr Anderson said it would not go 
ahead at all. “We are not going to push for 
late night opening,” he said. “We are not 
going to push it as it didn’t work last year 
and there’s little enthusiasm. 

“We’re not going to try to push people to 
do it if they don’t want to, if they choose to 
stay open then that is up to them.” 

He said members had instead decided to 
hold a dedicated day of Christmas festivities 
on December 15. Letters have been hand 
delivered to traders in the town to encour¬ 
age them to take part and support the day. 

Mr Anderson said some chamber mem¬ 
bers were working on plans to organise a 
lantern parade for the night. Chamber 
members are still looking at ways to boost 
trade during the Christmas period. 


The £2.7million entrance at Oswestry 
Orthopaedic is part of a wider £4.5 million 
site redevelopment and was constructed by 
local firm Paveaways and project managed 
by Capita Symonds in conjunction with the 
Hospital trust’s estates department. 

“This year saw a significant drop in the 
number of building completions, no doubt 
due to the state of our economy,” said civic 
society chairman Saffron Rainey. 

“The standard in the main is down, we 
found no project worthy of either the soci¬ 
ety’s full award or a highly commended 
award. 

“Nevertheless we are pleased that two 
important public buildings, namely the bold 
new leisure centre for Oswestry and the 
main entrance to the Robert Jones and 
Agnes Hunt Hospital have been completed 
over the past year.

“Despite the gales of austerity, there are 
builders, developers and businesses out 
there willing to invest in Oswestry.” 

Margaret Scott-Knight, vice chairman 
said: “Regretfully his year and not for the 
first time we have seen nothing of outstand¬ 
ing quality.” 

Wendy Farrington Chadd, chief executive 
of Oswestry Orthopaedic said: “We were 
delighted to receive a commendation at the 
award ceremony. 

“It would have been fantastic to receive a 
full award. 

“We recognise the criteria applied by the 
Civic Society may be very specific, we are, 
however, pleased that our development was 
recognised.”

Store is to 
close with 
the loss 
of 23 jobs 

MORE than 20 jobs will be 
lost in Welshpool after 
bosses of one of the town’s 
large supermarkets reveal 
would close next month. 

The Co-operative Food 
store in Berriew Street is 
due to close its doors in the 
town on November 28.

ID card seizure 
rules stopping 
illegal drinkers 

UNDERAGE drinkers are finding it harder 
to buy alcohol in Oswestry, thanks to strict 
rules being set down by police, publicans and 
traders over fake ID. 

Police have reported a drop in the number 
of fake ID cards seized in the town since The 
Oswestry Community Alcohol Partnership 
(Os-CAP) was launched in January last year. 

Os-Cap was set up in the town to try and 
reduce the number of youngsters drinking 
before they were legal. It has carried out a 
number of initiatives, including street 
patrols, school visits and diversionary tac¬ 
tics. When it formed its research showed the 
best way to tackle underage drinking was to 
make alcohol harder to buy through ID 
checks. 

Constable Mark Moth, for Oswestry West, 
said:“Young people are realising that using 
fake cards or misusing identity documents is 
not an option in Oswestry. 

“If they use identity documents belonging 
to older friends and siblings, such as driving 
licences or passports, they run the risk of the 
card being seized at licensed premises and 
returned to the issuing authority. Applying 
for a new document will incur a fee. 

“We are seeing the benefits of the card 
seizure scheme. There has been a drop in the 
number of seized cards since the scheme was 
originally introduced and I have been 
assured by the licensed trade that they 
remain diligent in their checks.” 

Councillor Vince Hunt, chair of Os-CAR 
said: “I am really pleased the card seizure 
scheme is having such a positive impact.”

Katy Tanner, foundation director and the 
organiser of the event, said: “Friday night 
saw the launch of Moreton Halls’ Centenary 
Appeal which aims to raise funds for an 
innovative science centre and medical fac¬ 
ulty. 

“It is our aim to contribute to the UK’s 
future at the forefront of science by inspir¬ 
ing and educating young scientists. This 
centre will allow us to do this both for the 
students at Moreton Hall and those at sur¬ 
rounding schools who will be invited to take 
advantage of these facilities.

Police huntfor 
bogus callers 

MEN posing as water board officials talked 
their way into the homes of elderly people 
during three incidents in Shropshire on the 
same day. Police believe the same people are 
responsible for all three incidents. 

The first was in College Road, Oswestry, 
at around 10.45am on Wednesday, when a 
man talked his way into a couple’s home. 

They became suspicious and asked him to 
go. He was seen leaving the scene with two 
or three other men in a silver or grey car, 
possibly a Vauxhall Vectra or Insignia. 

Then in Belle Vue Gardens, Shrewsbury, 
between 11.40am and midday the suspect 
asked a woman to turn the kitchen taps on 
and off while he chatted to her. After he left 
she found another person had searched the 
house while she was distracted. Nothing is 
thought to have been stolen. 

The same men went to another woman’s 
house in Sutton Way. Again one of them pre¬ 
tended to be a water official. The victim 
became suspicious and told them to go. 


The report says the consultants have 
looked at how Oswestry can attract more 
visitors. 

It says: “It combines proposals to improve 
the tourism product - what visitors come to 
see and do, the promotion - how the area is 
marketed to visitors and how they can find 
out more information, and how local busi¬ 
nesses and organisations can better work 
together to achieve this. 

“The plan is intended to steer a way for¬ 
ward over the next five years. 

“It is designed to be a working document 
that can be added to if new opportunities for 
development are identified. 

“Tourism is an important element of the 
local economy in Oswestry and is a mecha¬ 
nism for regeneration in rural areas and 
market towns.” 

It adds: “In 2005, the latest detailed fig¬ 
ures, 2.2 million visitors came to the north¬ 
ern Shropshire area, mainly as two million 
day visitors (91 per cent) and 0.2 million 
(nine per cent) overnighters. They spent 
one million nights in the area. 

“In total £115 million was spent by visi¬ 
tors; £73 million (63 per cent) by day visitors 
and £42 million (37 per cent) by overnight 
visitors. 

“The spend figure for the Oswestry area 
is estimated to be £43 million.” 

Among the proposals suggested in the 
action plan is improved partnership work¬ 
ing and marketing.

Canal and the famous Thomas Telford-built Pontcysyllte aqueduct. 

A planning statement lodged by agents in support of the bid said the revised plans would 

appease objectors. 

The statement said a plan was launched 
two years ago for the proposed site to be 
developed for the construction of eight 
semi-detached affordable social rented 
homes and five affordable self build proper¬ 
ties. 

But the statement said: “There was oppo¬ 
sition to this scheme locally. 

“Some concerns were raised about vari¬ 
ous planning issues affecting the site - high¬ 
way access, impact on the World Heritage 
Site buffer zone, impact on the amenity of 
the adjoining properties, the future spread 
of development to the remainder of the site 
and the setting of a precedent for further 
development elsewhere.” 

Villagers also believed that there was no 
evidence of need for social rented housing h 
Chirk Bank. 

The statement said the landowner 
revealed new plans this year for the site and 
consulted Weston Rhyn Parish Council. 

It added: “The parish council’s response 
to the revised proposals for the site was pos¬ 
itive. It confirmed its preference for the 
majority of properties on the site to be 
affordable dwellings for local people should 
a planning application be submitted in due 
course. The applicant has taken on board 
the comments of the parish council in 
preparing the application proposals.” 

Shropshire Council hopes to determine 
the bid by November 22. 


Debate 
on drone wars 

THE use of unmanned drones, by the mili¬ 
tary over Afghanistan and Pakistan was the 
subject of the talk given to members of a 
Shropshire peace group. 

Chris Cole, of Drone Wars UK, gave the 
talk to a well-attended meeting organised 
by Oswestry Coalition for Peace. 

In Drone Wars: Afghanistan, Pakistan 
and beyond, Mr Cole explained how over the 
past few years an increasing number of 
drones had been used to carry out armed 
attacks around the globe resulting in the 
deaths of many innocent civilians.

He said Mr Cole stressed the need for 
accountability and public debate in what 
remains ‘an escalating and - in the UK at 
least - a largely secretive means of waging 
war’.

Group needs to take a fresh look at judging criteria 


SO £10.4 million on a new leisure 
centre and £2.7 million on a state 
of the art entrance to one of the 
country’s most famous hospitals 
don’t warrant an award. 

Well not when Oswestry Civic Society is 
doing the judging it seems. 

This week the society announced that nei¬ 
ther project warranted winning their main 
building award for 2012 or even a highly 
commended honour when the winners of the 
annual contest were revealed. 

Wendy Farrington Chadd, the hospital 
trust’s chief executive, was gracious in 
accepting the group’s damnation - I 
wouldn’t have been and I know how proud 
she is of the hospital’s new feature. 

The hospital’s new entrance matches any¬ 
thing I have seen across the country and 



that includes the magnificent new Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital in Birmingham. 

It is high tech, stunningly spacious and 
welcoming to both patients and visitors but 
not good enough for the society’s major 
award or a highly commended it seems. 

And likewise despite spending £10.4 mil¬ 
lion Shropshire Council has not done 
enough to please the civic group’s judges 
with the fantastic new leisure complex. 


The group may need to take a fresh look 
at the judging criteria if its main awards are 
ever to be presented again. 

REVELATIONS this week about the sex¬ 
ual behaviour of TV star Jimmy Savile are a 
surprise to very few. 

It was common knowledge that there was 
always something a little seedy about the 
cigar smoking star. But he remained 
untouchable despite many of his bosses 
clearly aware of the mounting allegations 
being made against him. 

Jimmy clearly created his own smoke¬ 
screen with his famous brand of cigars and 
it is a crying shame that he is not still alive 
to face up to the allegations. It’s no mistake 
that I have not related to him as Sir Jimmy 
because at the very least I think that title 
should be stripped away from him. 


One or two people in high places at the 
BBC are shifting uneasily in their seats at 
the moment and so they should. 

ALL that is bad about, not just the UK but 
the world press, was evident in the little 
town of Machynlleth last week as reporters 
and cameramen homed in on the tragic story 
of missing five-year-old April Jones. 

All of them were seeking an exclusive line 
and the majority were willingto listen to just 
about anyone who was willing to speak. 

The majority of course are now packed up 
and gone leaving the local press to cover 
their own patch and face up to the abuse of 
local residents, who in many cases have had 
their personal space infringed for a week. 

The national boys and girls do the local 
press no favours at all with their brash 
approach and intrusive questioning. 


Karin breaks her silence 
over Savile abuse claims

THE contrast could not be 
greater. In the 1970s Shropshire 
woman Karin Ward was a vulner¬ 
able and damaged child, barely in 
her teens, and already a victim of 
terrible abuse at the hands of her 
family. 

At the same time, Jimmy Savile was one of 
TV’s biggest names, instantly recognisable 
for his trademark cigar and jangling gold 
chains, a British cultural icon. 

Regular visits by Savile, the BBC’s ‘golden 
boy’, to the approved school in Surrey where 
Karin Ward and other ‘intelligent, emotion¬ 
ally disturbed’ girls were kept locked away 
was seen by most as another example of the 
radio DJ and TV presenter’s endless charita¬ 
ble work. 

But there was a darker side to his 
visits. 

According to 54-year-old Karin, and many 
of the other girls who were forced to call 
Duncroft Approved School home, the visits 
by Savile were something entirely different 
- a way of feeding his perverted sexual inter¬ 
est in young girls. 

And speaking at her home in the village of 
St Martins near Oswestry, Karin says what 
happened during her troubled childhood has 
stayed with her all her life, leading to ‘disas¬ 
trous’ relationships, three failed marriages 
and seven children, four of whom she does 
not see. 

Karin, who moved to Shropshire 18 years 
ago, said: “The abuse actually started when 
I lived in Norfolk. 

“I started trying to tell the authorities 
what was happening. I was not believed and 
was sent to Garfield House children’s home 
in Norfolk.” 

It was while living at Garfield House when 
Karin met Jimmy Savile for the first time. 

She said: “We had all been taken away to 
Jersey for a two-week camping holiday. 

“I don’t remember him doing anything to 
me. What I do remember is being raped twice 
during that holiday. The first was a fighter 
and then the second man was a Frenchman.

School when she was about 12 or 13 years 
old. 

She said: “It might sound strange because 
we were locked up at the school and rarely 
went out but I actually felt more safe at 
Duncroft than I did anywhere else before in 
my life. The staff were strict but there was 
no abuse, nobody did anything awful to you. 

“Then Jimmy Savile came on the scene.” 

Karin said the star would regularly take 
the young girls out on trips in his car as well 
as arrange for them to come to see the film¬ 
ing of his Saturday night variety show 
Clunk Click at BBC Television Centre in 
London. 

She said: “We thought it was fantastic. 

“Jimmy Savile was a huge TV star. He 
would come with gifts, cigarettes, which 
were the currency of the time.” 

Karin alleged: “Girls would go with him 


in his car and do sexual favours for him. I 
went with him in his car, many of the girls 
did. 

“We all knew what was going on. We 
would laugh among ourselves and say ‘oh, 
he is a dirty old man’.” 

The sexual abuse allegedly continued 
during trips to London to BBC Television 
Centre. Karin said: “We would go to his 
dressing room, meet celebrities, the alcohol 
was flowing. There would be about eight or 
10 Duncroft girls in the dressing room, how¬ 
ever many fitted in the minibus. Somebody 
would be on Jimmy Savile’s lap, he would 
have had his hand up her jumper, up her 
skirt.” 

Among the celebrities was Gary Glitter, 
who in later years was convicted of down¬ 
loading child pornography in Britain and 
abusing children in Vietnam. 

Karin said: “On one occasion Gary Glitter 
was in the dressing room. He was having sex 
with an underage girl, one of the Duncroft 
girls, behind a curtain in an alcove of the 


dressing room. On a different occasion 
another celebrity, who I will not name, tried 
to put his hand up my jumper while we were 
in Jimmy Savile’s dressing room. 

“I shouted at him to stop. In front of 
everyone he shouted at me, humiliated me.” 

Karin left local authority care when she 
was 17 and embarked on what she candidly 
calls a ‘disastrous personal life with all the 
wrong kind of men’. 

Karin said she broke her silence on the 
abuse after she suffered a breakdown. A psy¬ 
chologist suggested she should write down 
her experiences to help the healing process. 

Her online work was read by BBC News- 
night staff who last year were researching 
allegations surrounding Jimmy Savile and 
Karin agreed to be interviewed for the pro¬ 
gramme. She said she was ‘ angry’ to be told 
the investigation had been ditched by the 
BBC. Karin then agreed to speak to ITV 
who were putting together a documentary 
about Savile.

Q: My elderly aunt died 2 years ago leaving a large amount of money. Her Will appointed her only son as the executor, and she left her estate to her son, 
my two brothers and me in equal shares. Her son arranged and paid for the funeral and obtained a grant of probate but has done nothing else and he 
won’t give us any information regarding our share of the inheritance. What can we do? 

A: Because your cousin has obtained a grant of probate, he has accepted his role as executor of your aunt’s estate, and therefore can only be removed 
from his position by the Court. 

Your cousin has a duty to keep accounts and records relating to the administration of the estate and beneficiaries have a right to inspect 
these. If he refuses or fails to respond, you are entitled to apply to the Court for an order compelling your cousin to provide an Inventory 
and Account supported by a sworn Affidavit in respect of the administration of the estate. This should provide you with details of the 
estate and you would then be in a position to consider whether further steps are necessary. 

If the Inventory and Account is unsatisfactory (or not provided), and you are still experiencing difficulty in obtaining any information from 
your cousin, you could make an application to the Court to have him removed as executor, pursuant to section 50 of the Administration of 
Justice Act 1985. As he is a sole executor, the Court should be asked to appoint a substitute executor so as to to prevent the estate from 
being left unrepresented. Substitutes can be lay people or professionals such as solicitors. 

As this is a complex area of law, you should obtain specialist legal advice before proceeding.

Farmers 
push for 
dredging 
of rivers 

AFTER the wettest summer 
on record Montgomeryshire 
farmers have hit out at the 
Environment Agency Wales 
for not dredging local rivers 
and propose it reviews its 
actions and practices in 
terms of river and estuary 
management and mainte¬ 
nance. 

After last week’s first tor¬ 
rential rain of the autumn, 
roads in the Welshpool area 
were closed as rivers over¬ 
flowed and farmers believe 
the lack of dredging of the 
River Severn carries some of 
the blame. 

Edward Chapman, Mont¬ 
gomeryshire NFU Cymru 
county chairman, whose 
farmland has suffered 
severely due to the River 
Severn flooding its banks on 
numerous occasions, said: 
“All the rivers used to be 
dredged but why don’t they 
do it now? I expect as with 
many other things it’s down 
to money. 

“I believe that the numer¬ 
ous occasions of excessive 
rainfall and consequent 
flooding experienced this 
year and indeed in recent 
years could be much better 
absorbed naturally by our 
rivers and estuaries if they 
were regularly maintained. 

“Farmers regularly clean 
out their own field drainage 
ditches as part of good man¬ 
agement and practice to aid 
water flow - the same princi¬ 
ple should apply to our 
major water ways.”

AUTUMN is a good time of 
year to schedule your annual 
full major car service to 
ensure your vehicle is in the 
best shape possible to cope 
with the winter.

Screenwash checks: Always 
ensure your washer container is 
topped up to the specified amount with 


windscreen washer fluid in winter. 

Inspect your tyres: With the haz¬ 
ards of black ice, snow and poor visibil¬ 
ity in winter, it’s essential to make sure 
your tyres are in good condition. 
Remember to check the spare too. 

Check your windscreen: If you 
have any chips or cracks, it’s essential 
that you have these repaired straight 
away.

16 lose jobs as

“Members of the golf club will be 
informed.” 

Mr Price said Chirk Marina, next to the 
golf club, continues to trade as normal. The 
venue hit trouble after the heavy rain this 
summer saw a drop in the number of users. 

It was opened in 1992 and offered mem¬ 
bership as well as daily green fees, and had 
about 300 members.

Church relaunches organ 
repair appeal fundraising 


FUNDRAISERS are reopening an appeal to 
raise cash to restore an 1800s organ in 
Oswestry after being told repair work won’t 
start for another 14 months. 

The parish church of St Oswald the King 
and Martyr, Church Road, had an organ 
restoration project running for many years 
before ending efforts in September last year. 

It was hoped that £500,000 would be 
raised to fix the instrument but after raising 
about £108,000 it was decided, with the 
effects of the ongoing recession, they would 
stop the collection. 

It was instead decided that they would go 
ahead with as much repair work as their 
funds could pay as fundraising couldn’t go 
on forever. 


Mike Donkin, director of music at the 
church, said they have now been informed 
that work on the organ cannot be carried out 
on until late 2013. This has opened a win¬ 
dow for them to carry on looking for cash. 

He said: “In view of this the PCC has 
agreed that we can re-open our fundraising 
to try and bridge the gap between what we 
have and the total required.” 

He said the current shortfall was £62,000 
with VAT. “We will be making vigorous 
efforts to bridge the gap in the 14 months 
left to us before work commences,” he said. 
“We are grateful to the parish for its support 
of the project and welcome ideas for future 
fundraising. We would be happy to hear 
from anybody interested to contribute.”

Residents 
question 
plans for 
estate area 

RESIDENTS claim they 
have had little information 
about the sale of Lake 
Vyrnwy estate’s lease and 
feel anxious about the area’s 
future. 

Severn Trent Water wants 
to sell the estate’s 125-year 
lease, excluding the lake, 
and it has been divided up 
for a number of bidders. 

It is being sold in four lots; 
in-hand farming, let farm¬ 
ing, commercial woodland 
and residential and commer¬ 
cial. In 2010 it was given a 
price tag of £11 million. 

Residents in the area and 
nearby Llanwddyn have, in 
the past, said they felt left in 
the dark. 

Last month Severn Trent 
revealed it planned to hold a 
drop-in session in Septem¬ 
ber or early October, but vil¬ 
lager Margaret Hughes said 
she still hadn’t heard any¬ 
thing and called on MP Glyn 
Davies to help.

New bid to cut 
falls in hospital 

A DRIVE to reduce the number of patients 
who suffer falls at Oswestry Orthopaedic 
Hospital is to continue after a report 
revealed the level rose well above targets in 
August. 

Bosses at the hospital have worked hard 
in recent months to reduce the number of 
falls including asking patients to follow doc¬ 
tors’ advice on when they should be walking 
by themselves after surgery. 

But a report to the hospital trust board 
revealed there were 22 falls in August. 

That relates to only 3.08 per cent of the 
hospital activity but is well above the 1.6 per 
cent target ceiling. 

Trust board members said although the 
number related to only a tiny fraction of the 
hospital’s overall activity, the incidents 
were still a concern. 

Hospital chief executive Wendy Farring¬ 
ton Chadd said work would continue to 
ensure the number of falls would be kept to 
a minimum.

ice in Shropdoc and the two systems should 
work together.” 

Shropdoc, a local GP co-operative, pro¬ 
vides primary healthcare services including 
a GP out-of-hours service to over 600,000 
patients. 

In its 2011/2012 audit Shropdoc was 
described as ‘commendable’. 

The 111 service, which has been run as a 
pilot in different parts of the country, is 
being rolled out nationally next April. 

This will be the number that people call if 
they need a doctor but do not consider 
dialling 999 is appropriate. 

The Government-introduced NHS 111 
service is described as a fast and easy way to 
get the right help from local NHS health¬ 
care services. 

NHS 111 will be available 24 hours a day, 
365 days a year. Calls will be free from land¬ 
lines and mobile phones. 

The public will be able to use the 111 serv¬ 
ice if they need medical help fast but it is not 
a 999 emergency, they think they need to go 
to A&E or need another NHS urgent care 
service. 

They can also ring if they do not know 
who to call or if they do not have a GP to call, 
they need health information or reassur¬ 
ance about what to do next. 

For immediate, life-threatening emergen¬ 
cies, 999 will remain.

Legal advice 
on aircraft bid 

POLICE IN Mid Wales are consulting legal 
advisers in order to challenge plans to 
replace the force’s helicopter with a fixed- 
wing aircraft. 

The Dyfed-Powys Police helicopter covers 
incidents in Welshpool as well as other areas 
of Mid Wales, but could be replaced as soon 
as 2014. 

The force’s police authority says it has 
‘grave concerns’ over the Government’s 
plans which would see 23 aircraft shared 
between the 43 police forces with just three 
replacements on standby. It is seeking legal 
advice on how it can challenge the plans. 

The plans would mean replacing the 
force’s helicopter with just one fixed-wing 
aircraft to cover nearly 500,000 people in an 
area more than half the size of Wales. 

A report by the authority’s chief execu¬ 
tive, Keith Reeves, said it has run test 
flights of a fixed-wing aircraft which it says 
have ‘confirmed the validity’ of its con¬ 
cerns.

Computer 
help puts 
fun into 
lessons 

STATE-of-the-art equip¬ 
ment has been introduced at 
a college in north Shropshire 
to help make maths lessons 
more fun and interactive.

Real life Woody's 
red head is truly 
impressive sight 


IT’S always rather nice when children meet 
their heroes, provided that is, they are not 
a disappointment. For me, growing up in 
rural North America, obsessed with the 
local wildlife and an occasional watcher of 
children’s TV, my heroes were all animal 
characters. 

If my parents were planning a holiday to the Mid- 
West, it was time to research the Road Runner and Wiley 
Coyote. If we were to visit Yellowstone, (or even, Yelly- 
stone) then I’d keep a good lookout for Yogi Bear. I was 
rarely disappointed. But what about in my own back 
garden? 

Woody Woodpecker and his ostentatious quiff, is 
known to children on both sides of the Atlantic, however 
the actual species he is modelled on, is an American one. 
Having been born in the UK, I was used to our great and 
lesser spotted woodpeckers and would often hear (and, 
less often, see) the green species. Although you wouldn’t 
call these birds particularly small, you wouldn’t class 
them as very large either. 

As I began to search around my Connecticut home for 
‘Woody’ I was looking for a similar-sized bird. Boy was I 
in for a shock. The pileated woodpecker is huge! Well, 
maybe I’m exaggerating a little, but it’s certainly far big¬ 
ger than the three species found in the UK. And unlike 
the subtle patch of red found on our woodpeckers, the 
red of the pileated is more like a flamboyant Indian 
headdress. In fact it’s very much like the children’s 
character. I was duly impressed. 

But this got me to thinking. Why red? In the animal 
kingdom, red seems to be a very attractive colour. It may 
just be coincidence that different orders of animal life 
chose red as an attractant.. .or there could be something 
there. 


ON THE 
WILD SIDE 

with

In the fish world, red is a very important, yet equally 
mysterious colour. The great wildlife film maker Hugh 
Miles recently made a film on fish. He spent many 
years filming the different species found here in the 
UK (including some wonderful footage from Shrop¬ 
shire’s meres). And what he found with the main expo¬ 
nents of the red colour, (roach and rudd) was that when 
they swam together, the fish would communicate with 
quick flashes of their crimson fins. 

It’s easy to deduce simply by thinking about it for a 
few moments, that the red colouring is one of the most 
important attributes to a roach or rudd’s life. Why else 
would evolution and natural selection keep it going, for 
it certainly makes these species more visible to a large 
perch or lurking pike. 

And I think the same goes for woodpeckers. When a 
male woodpecker drums on a tree, he is signalling to 
others that, firstly, this is his territory and secondly, if 
you’re a female, then why not pop over? We all know 
woodpeckers peck at an incredible rate (up to 25 pecks 
a second) but as well as that audible signal, does the red 
patch, nape or entire head of the bird, (which is a com¬ 
mon characteristic in many of the species regardless of 
the colour of the rest of the body) also play a part in 
their lives?

Remains 
of drug 
factory is 
dumped 

THE remains of a cannabis 
factory have been dumped in 
the Shropshire countryside, 
police have said. 

The material, including 
the remains of plants and 
growing bags, was discov¬ 
ered by a member of the pub¬ 
lic in a gateway in Elson, 
near Ellesmere. 

Police said there did not 
appear to be any of the drug, 
but rather the equipment 
used to grow it, which has 
now been removed. 

Police spokesman Richard 
Ewels said: “Police are 
appealing for information 
after what appears to be the 
remains of a small cannabis 
growing unit were found at 
Elson, Ellesmere. 

“Two bags containing bits 
of cannabis plants, together 
with about 12 growing bags 
containing soil, were found 
in a gateway near the 
sewage works in Elson. The 
material was initially 
reported as fly-tipping. 

“Police are appealing for 
witnesses who saw these 
being dumped or for any fur¬ 
ther information regarding 
their source.” 

Speaking after the discov¬ 
ery in August, Councillor 
Alan Clarke, mayor of 
Ellesmere, said: “I don’t 
believe it was grown in 
Ellesmere - it could have 
come from anywhere. ”

WATERMAN 
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Story of three trees shows how 
life in the village has changed 



A centrepiece of the village in Edwardian times. 


By the 1960s the Three Trees were considered a traffic hazard. 


Boughing out - the historic trees are chopped up in 1972. 


THEY say every picture tells a 
story, so three pictures should 
be ample to tell the story of the 
three trees of Whittington. 

They were a feature of the village scene 
for many generations, but nobody 
younger than their 40s will remember 
them today, although the Three Trees 
name still remains locally. 

Let’s start at the beginning. They were

planted, so the story goes, to commemo¬ 
rate victory at the Battle of Waterloo in 
1815. Our first photo shows them as a 
fine feature in the village, probably in 
Edwardian times when. The black and 
white building outside which there are a 
huddle of people housed the post office. 

Things were very different by the time of 
our second photo, which dates from April 


1966. At this time the main A5 road went 
through the village, with the A495 to 
Oswestry forking off to the left. The 
three trees were increasingly considered 
as a traffic hazard. 

And so we come to our last photo, 
which shows how things ended. 

It was taken on December 4,1972, and 
we can quote from the original caption: 
“Three elm trees planted to commemo¬ 
rate the Battle of Waterloo in 1815 have 


been felled by Mr Elwyn Tudor to help 
make safe a road junction at Whitting¬ 
ton, near Oswestry. Parish councillors 
were worried about the number of acci¬ 
dents at the junction, and experts were 
called in and found one of the trees had 
elm disease.” 

Even if there had been a local desire to 
retain the trees, it seems likely they 
would have all fallen victim to Dutch Elm 
Disease which was beginning to get a 


grip at that time. Today the layout has 
changed so radically that casual 
passersby might have difficulty finding 
the spot, although the buildings are still 
there. Essentially, the old A5 is now 
blocked off. The three trees have become 
one tree. 

This is (we imagine) the whitebeam 
planted at the spot by Women’s Institute 
members in 1994 to mark the 75th 
anniversary of their national federation.

Pool get that sinking feeling after defeat 


MID WALES racing driver 
Ben Power heads to South 
Wales this weekend, looking 
to record his first race win at 
the Pembrey circuit. 

Power, aged 22, from 
Guilsfield, near Welshpool, 
now lies third in the UK Leg¬ 
ends Car Championship, but 
is aiming to regain second 
position in the table with 
victory at the Llanelli track. 

“We’ve now won our first 
races in Legends, and Pem¬ 
brey is one of my favourite 
tracks, so I’m confident we 
can win on Welsh soil,” he 
said. 

In the last weekend’s 
races at Croft in North York¬ 
shire, Power finished second 
in all three races on the Sat¬ 
urday, and achieved two 
fastest laps - missing out on 
the lap record by just 0.2 sec¬ 
onds. 

The Sunday was less suc¬ 
cessful - he was taken out in 
race one, but recovered to 
move up from 21st to 10th. 
He was then sixth in race 
two and fourth in race three. 

The results saw him drop 
from second to third in the 
table, but with four rounds 
remaining - two at Pembrey 
this weekend (October 13 
and 14) and the final two at 
Brands Hatch in November 
- there are still plenty of 
points to be won. 

“One of the good things 
about the Croft weekend 
was that it gave us a chance 
to get the wet-weather set¬ 
up just right,” said Power.
